Thft liiarUial has bW pre to prpvidc school bus drivers 
and school officials with pertinent materiaf^reiating to safe and 
efficient school transportation. It is not intended to take the 
plate of the iiibtbr vehicle laws, school laws, or first aid rriahual. 
Rather, it is a reference sbUrce for answering the day-to-day 
questions that arise in connection with the school bus driver's 
job. Kvery driver should be thoroughly acquainted with the con- 
tchts. of this publicatibri, arid a copy should be carried iri the 
glove compartment of every school bus.

^jJ^tensive driver is defined as one is careful to commit hb 
driving errors, who makes^ allqwahce for the lack of skill or 
improper attitude on the part of the other driver, and who does riot

pedestrians and other drivers to involve him/her iri an accident. 

Drivers should be cojitinuaily on the alert, recognize an acciderit-

Accidents at intersections can be preventtJd if drivers use cbmmori 
courtesy aiid obey traffic regulations,. Drivers must approach, 
entci-^ and cross intersections slowly and cautiously, keep vehicles 
under control, be alert to accident-producing situations, and be 
prtipared to avoid violators. ^ 



Drivers must lespcct the right-of-way of others j^^^^ 

willing to yield their Jwii right-of-way when it will prevent an 

accident. Export drivers do not depend solely on lights, signals, or 

other regulations to protect them at ihtersectidns, but are 

prepared to protect, themselves 'and avoid accident-producing 

situations. 

An expert driver realizes that a vehicle making a turn at_an 
intersection very often creates a temporary traffic block.^The 
driver is considerate of other drivers making turns and. Uses 
extreme care in making turns. The driver can prevent such aqci- 
deiits by properly positioning the vehicle ahead of the turn, but 
only When this can be done safely: A good driver never passes 
aiiotlier vehicle at an intersection.

Any vehicle being moved in reverse must yield the HglU-of-way. 
Vehicles can b? backed safely if the driver will take the nece^ary 
precautiiHis such as getting oiit to look at the sUUation behind- the 
vehicle using the rearview mirrors, and having someone direct 
the driver A good driver backs slowjy and cautiously and watches 
traffic conditions behind the vehicle at all times.

The more severe accidents; resulting in overturniilg, running Off

Accidents resulting froin j^assiiigAWcaving, squeeze, plays, shut- 
outs, or entering a line :of moving traffic, have no place o^n the 
record -of school bus' drivers. . SucK accidents are caused by 
trespassing: on the;rights of others to ijiove in- a straigit line 
without intcrierericc. WeiiVi^, either from lane to Jane- or within 
one laile, is ^discourteous afid can be disastrous. Expert drivers 
stay oil the right side of the road except when passing.

A skillful bus driver a|42jies brakes in such a way ^ to make 
smooth, gentle stops., When follojvin^ another vehiciel the driver 
cdTitrois the speed- leaves plenty of space between the bus and 
the vehicle ahead, and is prepared for a smooth stop at all times. 

A good schoui bus driver knows each stop for loading and 
unloading. The driver slows down well m advance of scheduled 
stops and slowly applies brakes. Snipoth stopping is a sign of 
skillful driving. 

The idriver who slams on the brakes at the lij^|ossible mbrrierit 
lacks skill. This may cause the passengers to^ffi^ broken bones, 
i^d injuries, broken teeth, bruises, and oifher .injuries. The 
siuiden-stop drivfir invites the following types of Occidents:.
